A third drew us back to the 
supreme need of bringing into all our Church pro- 
gram that one thing which is its inspiration and 
power, “the winsome personality of our Lord.” 

Each suggestion was individual but as I listened 
I realized that back of each was the same longing. 
Each was seeking to make our loyalty to Christ a 
more compelling thing. This longing I pray we may 
be able to realize more fully and put into effect in 
some degree the practical suggestions. 

Last summer the Asilomar Conference gave much 
time to the thought of worship. The Laymen’s Con- 
ference at Menlo Park did the same. In view of that 
I asked the clergy to spend our Quiet Day together 
thinking of what worship means, its relation to our 
Christian life and to our Church loyalty. It is my 
hope and prayer that out of such experiences as we 
have had in these three groups there may grow a 
clearer understanding about this matter. We shall see 
that without both private and public worship as a 
regular habit of our lives we can not hope to grow 
steadily toward the likeness of Christ. We shall see 
that prayer and praise are the tonic, the deep breath- 
ing, the recreation of our spiritual selves. We shall

(From the “Parish Leaflet’) 


September 24, 1933, marked the fortieth anniver- 
sary of the rector’s ordination to the priesthood. On 
the Feast of the Nativity of St. John the Baptist, June 
24, 1890, Dr. William Ford Nichols was consecrated 
as Bishop Coadjutor of California—-in St. James 
Church, Philadelphia. On St. James Day, July 25, 
1890, the new Bishop, by the laying on of hands, set 
apart as a deacon Edgar F. Gee, layreader in St. 
Paul’s Church, San Francisco. Returning to Nashota 
House, Wisconsin, as a deacon, he completed his 
theological studies and became a missionary in the 
Diocese of Milwaukee, having the oversight of six 
missions in three counties of Northern Wisconsin. On 
September 24, 1893, at All Saints Cathedral, Mil- 
waukee, the Rt. Rev. Isaac Lea Nicholson, D. D., 
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Bishop of Milwaukee, advanced the deacon to the 
priesthood. 

After an absence of thirteen years, exercising his 
ministry in the Dioceses of Milwaukee, Texas and In- 
diana, Father Gee returned to California, accepting a 
call to become rector of St. John’s Parish, Oakland. 

He entered upon his duties on All Saints Day, 1903. 
During his rectorate he took charge for several years 
of True Sunshine Chinese Mission; organized St. 
Augustine’s Mission, now in charge of the Rev. David 
R. Wallace; and on February 4, 1912, held the first 
service of the Church in the Rockridge District. The 
new work grew and in fifteen months St. Peter’s 
Mission became an independent parish—St. Peter’s, 
Rockridge. 

This is in short the history of Father Gee’s forty- 
three years of ministry in the Church of God. 


A Tribute to Dr. H. Lubeck

(The following tribute to the late Dr. H. Lubeck was 
made by one of his affectionate friends in San Fran- 


cisco who was also a co-worker during the World 
War.—tThe Editor.) 


One of the shining light of our great Protestant 
Episcopal Church passed quietly away early Monday 
morning, September 4, at his apartments at the Mur- 
ray Hill Hotel, New York City, where he had resided 
for many years. 

Many honors had been conferred on Dr. Lubeck 
that he had rightfully deserved. After the resignation 
of Dr. Leighton Parks as rector of St. Bartholomew’s 
Church, Dr. Lubeck was urged to accept this parish 
but as he did not feel strong enough he declined the 
honor. He often preached at St. Bartholomew’s, giv- 
ing wonderful, stirring sermons for which he was 
noted. 

Dr. Lubeck: was made honorary canon of Wash- 
ington Cathedral, where he frequently preached. 
Many will remember the fine sermons which he 
preached in Grace Cathedral, San Francisco, during 
his sojourn here about ten years ago. 

Dr. Lubeck’s friends were legion and he was so 
beloved during the World War by the boys going 
“over there,” who flocked to his church, Zion and 
St. Timothy’s. With his brilliant mind Dr. Lubeck 
combined the rare gift of comprehension and human- 
ism. He was so loving, so gentle, so understanding.

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The Late Dr. George E. Swan

Though not in the best 
of health since leaving Berkeley he nevertheless car- 
ried on a vigorous ministry during which he built the 
beautiful new church at Monrovia. His many friends 
of Berkeley are sorry that they may not see his face 
here again. He fought the good fight, he finished his 
course, he kept the faith. May light perpetual shine 
upon him.

Thus is acquired 
a distinctly valuable addition to equipment for the 
recreation and entertainment of seamen—hboth in the 
recreation building at the United States Marine Hos- 
pital, which is fully equipped with booth and screen, 
and at 58 Clay street. The attendance at entertain- 
ments already given with this machine is double that 
at the old silent pictures. 


This does not mean that the men do not welcome 
and warmly appreciate the entertainments given by 
churches, organizations or individuals. These always 
have first place on the schedule of entertainments but 
it is possible now to supplement these entertainments 
with the best in movies. The staff will welcome any 
interested friends at regular programs on Wednesday 
and Friday evenings of each week.

Church Finances 


At a recent meeting of the Churchmen’s Round 
Table the subject of Church financing was discussed 
and a committee consisting of Messrs. V. J. Robert- 
son, F. M. Lee and H. R. Braden presented a report. 
Space prevents our reprinting the entire report but a 
portion of it is given below. It contains practical and 
helpful suggestions which if put into effect could not 
fail to be of great value to many of our parishes. 


“. . . The subject of Church finances, like that 
of medicine, may be considered under two heads— 
preventive and curative. That is to say, we have sick 
people who need hospitals and medicine and we have 
sick churches, encumbered with debts, who need help 
to get out of their financial difficulties. In medicine 
also we study preventive measures to keep well peo- 
ple from becoming ill and we need preventive meas- 
ures in the Church to keep our parishes financially 
sound and strong and to prevent them from falling 
into debt. 


“A form of Church financing which your commit- 
tee feels has not received the attention which its finan- 
cial possibilities deserves is endowment. This comes 
under the head of preventive medicine, because it 
builds up a reserve. It provides for the future. 


“We are all builders or we ought to be. Bishop Kip 
was a builder when he established his cathedral seat 
in Grace Church. Bishop Nichols was a builder when 
he commenced the crypt of Grace Cathedral on Nob 
Hill. Bishop Parsons is nobly carrying on the build- 
ing begun by those who went before him, even 
though it is possible that he and the present members 
of this Round Table may not see the completion of 
the two great towers. But we keep on building. We 
build for our successors, as our predecessors built for 
us, because the Church through the ages is a great 
unity and our ancestors, we ourselves and our des- 
cendants are an unbroken line, members of the same 
great, undivided body. 


“The endowment form of financing has been splen- 
didly used in connection with diocesan activities but 
not so extensively in parishes. There are exceptions, 
of course. Little St. John’s, in Oakland, has many 
times blessed the day when, nearly half a century 
ago,a small endowment was given her which, through 
these long years, has provided her annually with a 
part of the money for her diocesan apportionment. 
St. Luke’s, San Francisco, has a considerable endow- 
ment which is of the greatest value to her. And there 
are several others but it still remains true that, by 
and large, endowment financing is connected in the 
minds of most Church people as a privilege of the 
wealthy, not attainable by those of moderate means. 
It is to the correction of this attitude that the efforts 
of the Churchmen’s Round Table may well be di- 
rected. 

“Happily we are aided in this endeavor by a very 
natural human instinct, i.e., the universal desire not 
to be forgotten. It is this feeling which leads us to 
put in stained glass windows, fonts, altars and other 
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adornments as memorials to our dear ones. It is this 
also, to some extent, which leads to the creation of 
large “John Doe” endowment funds. Your committee 
is, of course, now speaking only in general terms. It 
does not forget that the Diocese of California has in- 
deed good reason for profound thankfulness for the 
generous gifts which it has received, prompted solely 
by a truly devout spirit and a deep love of the 
Church. 

“But it is not the giving of great sums as endow- 
ments that the report of your committee con- 
templates. We visualize the time when our Church 
people shall be so imbued with the endowment idea 
that no sum shall be considered too small to con- 
tribute to the parish endowment fund and when no 
occasion of giving thanks shall be thought too trifling 
to justify a thank offering to the endowment fund. 

“How many of us have dropped a quarter or a 
half-dollar into the box at the door of the lovely 
Chapel of Grace, by the chancel of the great Cathe- 
dral? Probably most of us but have we realized, 
when doing so, that we were then putting into prac- 
tical, financial effect the endowment principle? When 
our people realize that on any and all occasions they 
can give $1, $5 or $10 to the endowment fund the 
money will come flowing toward the Church in a 
stream which will surprise the most hopeful. 

“How many a man or woman of moderate means 
would like to add a clause to his or her will leaving 
$25, $50 or $100 to the endowment fund but has 
always thought of it as the privilege of the rich? 
He has been ashamed to leave so small a sum as $25 
to his parish Church endowment fund yet, if he did 
so, he would be filled with a secret, tender, joyful 
pride whenever he thought of that clause in his will 
making a permanent contribution to his beloved 
Church. 

“One of the most pleasant features of the endow- 
ment: plan is its permanency. When we are asked to 
make a subscription to the Church we do so cheer- 
fully because we know that it will be used in a good 
cause but we know also that it will soon be spent 
and that another contribution will be necessary. A 
gift to the endowment fund, however, remains and 
grows and will continue to work for our Church long 
after we are gathered to our fathers. 

“One thing which we often overlook is the amaz- 
ing way in which compound interest accumulates. 
One dollar a month paid into a parish endowment 
fund would grow in ten years to nearly $200 and in 
another ten years to considerably over $400. Does 
twenty years seem a long time to you? Look back 
only to 1906—twenty-seven years ago, the time of the 
fire and earthquake—and ask yourself: What would 
be the financial condition of our churches today in 
the Diocese of California if an endowment plan such 
as outlined above had been in general practice? The 
answer is that there would be few deficits. 

“Then let us look to the future. Let us bring our 
small offerings. Let us not leave behind us an im- 
poverished Church but one richer and stronger be- 
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cause we have lived and worshipped at its holy 
shrines. With such a vision who shall say that the 
man of humble means can not enjoy the privilege of 
endowing his Church? For we are builders!” 


Christ Church Celebrates Fiftieth Anniversary 


On Sunday evening, September 17, Christ Church, 
Sausalito, celebrated with appropriate services the fif- 
tieth anniversary of its founding. Over a thousand 
present and former parishioners were invited to the 
services. 

There was a crowded church at the 11:00 o’clock 
service when the present rector, the Rev. Harold St. 
George Buttrum, D. D., celebrated the Holy Com- 
munion and preached an appropriate and much ap- 
preciated sermon. a 


A summary of the parish history was read, enumer- 
ating the many gifts—memorial and otherwise—pre- 
sented to the church during the long period since its 
founding. The first rector of the parish was the Rev. 
F. W. Reed, who did a remarkable work in the early 
days of the parish. His widow, the late Mrs. H. C. 
Campbell, for many years by gifts and service kept 
alive the splendid tradition established by Mr. Reed. 
Other rectors of the parish were Rev. William Hamil- 
ton, Rev. A. C. Wilson, Rev. C. L. Miel, Rev. George 
Maxwell, Rev. Ross Turman and the present rector, 
who has been rector for eighteen years. 

It would be impossible to enumerate the many de- 
voted Church people who have contributed to the up- 
building and maintenance of Christ Church. In addi- 
tion to Mrs. Campbell, the Tillinghast family were 
especially devoted.

Work of Daughters of the King Commended 


At a meeting of the diocesan relief committee of 
the Daughters of the King, at Trinity Church, August 
24, an article from the “New York Churchman” of 
July 15, mentioning some outstanding recent work 
of the Church, was read. It was suggested that, as 
few would see the article, it be reprinted in The Pa- 
cific Churchman. The following is an excerpt from 
the article entitled, “The Church in the Crucible.” 


“San Francisco—Here is something that has to do 
with no parish but with all parishes. It is something 
which has benefited man during the present emer- 
gency. But let me begin at the beginning. The 
Daughters of the King had a building fund, at the 
moment, not usable for that purpose. So in 1931, 
where there was beginning to be an appreciable in- 
crease in the numbers of business women let out, 
some of the members of the Daughters of the King 
thought the order might use the interest on this 
building fund for the increasing emergency. Shortly 
after Christmastide the first tickets were printed. 
These tickets—particularly inconspicuous—entitled a 
holder to a forty-cent meal at one of the very best 
restaurants in San Francisco. The money used was

A diocesan meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary will 
take place at the Cathedral on November 16. Trinity 
B Branch of San Francisco will demonstrate book 
review methods. 

Mrs. R. H. Norton reported at the diocesan meet- 
ing on September 21 that only $150 of the $190 nec- 
essary to meet the October obligations of the Bishop’s 
Auxiliary Fund was on hand. As yet nothing has been 
received toward expenditures for November and De- 
cember. Over $460 must be raised for the fund before 
December 1. It was decided at the meeting that each 
parish branch make some definite plans immediately 
to raise money for the fund. The suggestion was 
made that teas be given for that purpose. Those un- 
acquainted with the work of the Bishop’s Auxiliary 
Fund may be interested to know that it supports a 
deaconess in the Oakland Convocation, Chinese and 
Japanese mission workers and a woman mission 
worker in San Francisco. The Woman’s Auxiliary 
pledged the salaries of these people for the year 1933 
and until this time has been able to meet the 
obligation. 

November 11 has been set aside as a day of prayer 
by the National Executive Board of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary. It is suggested that each parish branch 
consult with its rector for permission to use the 
church and contact all women connected with the 
church, including the sick, the isolated and the poor, 
and make it possible for them to attend. Please write 
to Mrs. Lance immediately for the number of Inter- 


cession leaflets your parish will require. They are to 


be placed in the church for use and may be taken 
home. 


A normal course for leaders will be conducted by 
Dean Newell at St. Margaret’s House. The opening 
session will take place on Friday, October 20. The 
subject will be “Christ and the Modern World.”

United Thank Offering Service 


The fall United Thank Offering service was held on 
September 21 at St. Matthew’s Church, San Mateo. 
Holy Communion was celebrated by the Rev. Mark 
Rifenbark, Dean of the San Jose Convocation, and 
the morning’s address was given by the Rev. Lindley 
Miller. 

Following luncheon a business meeting of the Aux- 
iliary was held, at which Mrs. L. C. Lance presided. 
Mrs. W. B. Allen, diocesan custodian of the United 
Thank Offering, reported the incomplete figures for 
the morning offering were $1,216.76, as compared 
with $1,504.38 in 1932; and that two new branches of 
the Auxiliary—St. Alban’s, Brentwood, and San Ardo 
-—had sent in offerings. 

Mrs. Babcock, diocesan vice-president, moved that 
an annual bulletin containing information regarding 
the United Thank Offering be issued before Septem- 
ber 1 each year by the diocesan United Thank Offer- 


ing custodian and sent to the diocesan treasurer, to 


be forwarded by her to each parish United Thank 
Offering custodian or rector. The motion was car- 
ried. 

The speaker for the afternoon was Dean Newell, 
who gave a splendid address on “Our Responsibility 
or Woman’s Work in the Church.” She outlined 
briefly the history of women in the Church, from the 
Sixth Century, the time of the first women deacon- 
esses, to the present day, when there is an open field 
for women in Church work. Dean Newell addressed 
four questions to her audience: What is our relation- 
ship to women in the Church? What is the value of 
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this relationship to us? What is the need of trained 
women in the Church? What is the value of such 
women to the community? She closed with a sum- 
mation of the responsibility of the Church woman, 
which is to have knowledge. 


A rising vote of thanks was given to St. Matthew’s 
for the use of their house of worship and the meet- 
ing closed with a prayer. 

The Woman’s Auxiliary wishes to welcome a new 
branch at Martinez, where on Monday, September 29, 
a charming group of women acted as hostesses to 
Mrs. L. C. Lance, diocesan president, and Mrs. George 
Babcock, vice-president of the Convocation of Oak- 
land. 

The newly appointed Archdeacon of the Diocese 
of California, Ven. W. H. BR. Hodgkin, and Mrs. 
Hodgkin were guests of honor on Friday, October 3, 
at the Luncheon League of Trinity Church, San 
Francisco. 

An informal tea honoring Mrs. L. C. Lance was 
given on September 7 at the home of the vice-presi- 
dent of the Convocation of Oakland, Mrs, George 
Babcock. Among those attending were Dean Newell, 
Archdeacon Hodgkin, Dean Battershill, Miss Helen 
Bakewell, Miss Helen Swayne and diocesan and _ par- 
ish officers. A similar function took place on Sep- 
tember 14 at the home of Mrs. Bruce Bacon, San 
Francisco convocational vice-president. These occa-

Work of Daughters of the King Commended 


At a meeting of the diocesan relief committee of 
the Daughters of the King, at Trinity Church, August 
241, an article from the “New York Churchman” of 
July 15, mentioning some outstanding recent work 
of the Church, was read. It was suggested that, as 
few would see the article, it be reprinted in The Pa- 
cific Churchman. The following is an excerpt from 
the article entitled, “The Church in the Crucible.” 

“San Francisco—Here is something that has to do 
with no parish but with all parishes. It is something 
which has benefited man during the present emer- 
gency. But let me begin at the beginning. ‘The 
Daughters of the King had a building fund, at the 
moment, not usable for that purpose. So in 1931, 
where there was beginning to be an appreciable in- 
crease in the numbers of business women let out, 
some of the members of the Daughters of the King 
thought the order might use the interest on_ this 
building fund for the increasing emergency. Shortly 
after Christmastide the first tickets were printed. 
These tickets—particularly inconspicuous——entitled a 
holder to a forty-cent meal at one of the very best 
restaurants in San Francisco. The money used was
